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An Account ofajrangefort ^^Bees inth Wefl-lii- 

Frfetidi of mine^ Moiifieur de WtBrmmt , informs 
mej tliat kelias^ rec^aiyad from Americi$^ afoflof 
Hony-Comb, (of a different make from ths EuJ-opeani^ 
which is compofed of fmall Bottles, or Bladders of Wax, 
of a brownifh eoloiir, inclining to black : being as big as 
Olives, and fliapt like the Spanilh Olives. They hang 
together in Chiilers, almoft like a Bunch of Grapes, and 
are ^o cent rived > that each of them has an Aperture dur- 
ing the time of work, but it is clofed up, as foon as the 
VeiTeiof Wax is filled with Hony^ and then the J?^^xgo 
to work at another VefleL 

Their Lodgings are ordinarily taken up in a hollow 
Tree, or the Cavity of a Rock, by the Sea fides thele 
being the propereft places to fecure them from fuch Ani- 
mals, as aregeeedy of their Honey, and therefore likely 
to moleft themi and they have the more need of this 
Caution, becaufe they are more liable to be difturbed^ 
then ordinary 5^^i., as having no Stings, and being ca- 
pable of doing good, but no hurt to any thing, as the 
Party that lived at Cayenne^ very well knows. When the 
Combs are removed, they muft be carryed gently, and in 
the fame Polition they lay in till you CQme to the place, 
where you defign to take oat the Honey^ 

The Honey itfelfis clear, and liquid as Rock-water^, 

and hardly to bediftinguifiit from \t, by the fight; when 

you would take it out, you mufi: pierce every bottle, with 

the Thorn of a wild Paitn^^ or a Pui, a little more then 

' ■fto^tne bottom ; fcS ffyou pierce it lo'^tr, you find a 

bottom or fediment, whofe tliicknefs would hinder it 

from riiDiiing t as you prick every Bottle, you have lome 

¥effei ready, to receive what comes from it. My Friend 
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tells me, he thinks, the liquor is one of the moft agreea- 
ble things in the world. If you drink fafting, the 
quantity of a good Glaft, or about half a pint , it will 
give you 2 or 3*ftooIs, in about 2 hours time, accord- 
ing to the temperament of the Party; but if you drink 
it at Meals, it dos not purge at all. 

My friend has alfo a fort of Cinnamon^ which comes 
from Guardaloupe, which is whitej and another fort, 
which comes from ikfer^^fi^^, which is like that of Gd* 

He promifes to fhew me, that Jmbergrife is . nothing 
but the wax, mixtwith the Honey, which falls into the 
Sea, and is beat about in the \Faves,between the Tropics*
